Is National Guard 
Strength In Danger? 


A seething row between the Pentagon and 
the National Guard Association is beginning to 
erupt in public. 
The Defense 
Department’s 
revised armed services reserves program, says 
Maj. Gen. Ellard A. Walsh, president of the 
association, is designed to “relegate the National 
Guard to a second-string position in national 
defense, if not to destroy it.” 
The Department’s new program is slated to 
go into effect April I 
As announced Jan. 14, 
it hits hardest at the National Guard in requiring 
Guardsmen, as well as all other Army Reservists, 
to take six months’ training on active dut>. In 
the past National Guard enlistees have not been 
required to take the active duty training, al­ 
though some have dorfc so voluntarily. 
The whole reserve program is, in effect, a 
way of getting around the draft. Men who are 
drafted under the Selective Service Act are 
required to serve two years on active duty. In 
its new system , the Army has reduced their 
subsequent ready rcserve obligation from three 
years to two years. 
However, they will spend 
two years instead of one year in the stand-by 
reserve. 
Men who enlist for three or more years 
active duty still nave a six-year military obliga­ 
tion. But if they spend four years on active duty, 
they go into the stand by reserve im m ediately on 
discharge. 
According to Gen. W alsh, 
the new six 
m onths’ training division will cost the National 
Guard 100.000 members. The Guard now has a 
force of about 405,000. The Guard had recom­ 
mended that its enlistees he required to take 
only three m onths’ active training. The Pentagon 
concedes that the new system was adopted over 
the “nonconcurring view ” of its National Guard 
Bureau. 
When the 1955 act was adopted, it was 
designed to build a ready reserve of 2.9 million 
men in all three services by 1959. Under the new

million. 
The Pentagon estim ates the present 
reserve at about 1.883.000,

President Meeting His Third Major Challenge 


These Days

Alexander Hamilton 


This year, the bicentennial of Alexander Hamilton's 
birth is being celebrated because perhaps more than 
any man, more than Washington or Jefferson, Hamil­ 
ton was the political and financial engineer who built 
the peculiar form of government and the type of 
Capitalistic society that «was established here. 


It was no mean task that Alexander Hamilton 
undertook when he wrote the principal Federalist 
papers because the people in the colonies feared 
government: or perhaps it is more correct to say 
that they feared the power of government against 
which they had rebelled. They had witnessed the 
peril of the expansion of power and had been forced 
to risk their lives in a military operation to resist 
oppression. When men engage in rebellions, they 
anticipate a large measure of personal liberties to 
be their gain and often what they really seek is an 
individualism akin to anarchy. Alexander Hamil­ 
ton’s task was to find an orderly procedure not 
only for government hut for the national economy. 
He was our first open nationalist, it may be said. 


Dean Louis M. Hacker of Columbia University has 
written a biography, ‘‘Alexander Hamilton, in the 
American Tradition.” for the occasion of the bicen­ 
tennial. Thus book m ight well be read by the rulers 
of the many new nations which are cluttering the 
world because from it they could learn that no nation 
is truly free unless it has found a way to establish a 
iound national economy. George Washington was in­ 
deed fortunate that his Secretary of the Treasury, 
Alexander Hamilton, understood the science of money 
find the art of building capital and appreciated the 
relationship ol both to national existence and freedom. 
Hamilton's “ The Report on M anufactures” estab­ 
lished the economic relations between the government 
and the individual citizen, and propounded policies 
which were consistently pursued until the New Deal 
cam e upon the United States and John Maynard 
Keynes taught us a new economy which has since 
become our model. Hamilton said this: 
“ That tile annual produce of the land and labor 
of a country can only be increased in two ways — by 
some improvement in the productive powers of the 
useful labor which actually exists within it, or by 
some increase in the quantity of such labor.” 
Dean Hacker says of “ The Report on Manufac­ 
tures” : 
. . It was both the longest and most complex 
of the public documents Hamilton drew up at this 
lim e: it was also his whole statem ent of his hopes for 
and his faith in the future of the United States. 
“ Hamilton wanted men of affairs — adventurers, 
enterprisers, the capitalist class, in short — to rally to 
the support of the new government . . 
In a word, he sought,to m ake the new nation 
attractive to business and he succeeded, for capital 
from all parts of the world, capital and labor have 
poured into this country in enormous quantities not 
as grants or gifts or aids but as investments with the 
expectation of a profitable return on the money. It was 
the attractiveness for investment that built the United 
States and when .protectionism was established for our 
infant industries, it was not on some theoretical basis 
that tariffs are good or had. but rather that industry 
was beneficial to the country and that capital was 
entitled to compensation if it was or is to work at all. 
Dean Hacker pays Hamilton this tribute: 


"This astounding young man—whether horn in 
1755 or 1757, he was still in his early thirties when 
he became the country's first Secretary of the 
Treasury in 1789—was not only the greatest ad­ 
ministrator the United States has ever produced, 
he was undoubtedly one of its greatest statesmen. 
It statecraft requires the clear understanding of 
all those forces and factors that a nation's honor 
and progress demand, plus the ability to create 
realistically and effectively the day-to-day devices 
for their realization—in short, the joining of both 
ends and means in a workable p o lic y -Hamilton 
was a statesman without equal." 


This is a particularly suitable time to study the 
work of Alexander Hamilton because this country 
needs to be put back on the track of its traditions. The 
budget now before Congress will not do that because 
its expenditures can only weaken both the husbandry 
of the individual citizen and our national economy. 
Hamilton did not believe that a nation could be rich 
if its citizens were impoverished by excessive with­ 
drawal of capital by means of taxation.

WASHINGTON 
Four years ago. when a solemn, 
inexperienced and rather nervous 
Dw ight Eisenhower had just taken 
the oath of office for the first 
time, this reporter and his p art­ 
ner pointed to three “trem endous 
challenges" which confronted the 
new President. 
In the light of 
his second inauguration, it m ay 
be worth recalling those chal­ 
lenges. and trying to assess how 
the President has met them. Here 
were the three great problem s 
facing 
the President, 
as 
they 
looked four years ago: 
“The first thing the new Pres- 
> ident m ust do is to establish his 
political 
leadership ol the R e­ 
publican P arty.” 
“The 
second 
thing 
the

his ideological leadership of the 
Republican P arty .” 
‘ Finally, the most im portant 
thing the new President m ust do 
is not m erely to carry on where 
Trum an left off, but to find bold, 
positive solutions for the prob­ 
lems that plague us,” throughout 
the world. 
It took him a long time to do it, 
but surely, by any reasonable 
standard, the President has tri­ 
um phantly met the first two chal­ 
lenges, 
To see just 
how tri­ 
um phantly the challenges have 
been m et, if is necessary to recall 
the political atmosphere which 
prevailed for m ore than two years 
after the first Eisenhower inau­ 
guration. 
The President was hardly in­ 
stalled in the White House before 
he was engaged in a series of 
bitter rows with the conservative 
wing of his own party. 
There 
was, for example, the row with 
the right wingers in the Senate, 
led by Sen. Joseph R. M cCarthy, 
over the confirmation of Charles 
E. Bohlen as Ambassador to the 
Soviet Union. And there was the 
concurrent row with the House

Not All High Blood Pressure Is Hypertension 


Not everyone with high blood 
pressure needs medicine. It is re­ 
quired only when a m arked ele­ 
vation persists or progresses des­ 
pite salutary changes in habits. 
On several occasions, individuals 
have told me they were cured of 
high blood pressure. Further dis­ 
cussion 
usually 
revealed 
there 
was an elevated reading on only 
one occasion. 
These persons did not have the 
disease known as hypertension. 
They m ight have been nervous or 
upset during the examination and 
in this respect, their raised blood 
pressure did not represent the 
true state of affairs. A diagno­ 
sis of hypertension is m ade only 
after 
getting 
several 
elevated

hypertension 
better than men do. Furtherm ore, 
life expectancy is not shortened 
when the systolic blood pressure 
is high, if the diastolic pressure 
remains below IOO. In any case, 
hypertension does no harm so 
long as the heart, kidneys, or 
brain arc not affected by the 
condition 
This explains why 
the physician is more concerned 
with the status of these organs 
than he is with the height of the 
pressure.
